Steering a south-southeast course, the expe- 
dition passed the east front door of the court- 
house, and paused in front of the Southern Hotel 
just long enough to determine that the report 
about its closing was all a mistake. The door 
was open, and four men were sitting in the corri- 
dor. When were more than four there? 

For some distance beyond this point the 
scenery had an unfamiliar look, but when a pair 
of small sticks, known in neighborhood parlance 
as gates, were lowered across the street, and a 
bell. began ding-donging, the expedition knew 
that it had not lost its way. For does not the 
proverb say, “Beyond the Poplar 
crossing lies South St. Louis?” 

\While waiting for Mr. Bush’s railroad to pull 
its freight past, the expedition read a neat little 
54-page brochure entitled, “Arguments Against 
the Retailers’ Approach.” 

But as soon- as we crossed the track, a re- 
tailer approached us. He was selling shoe laces, 
and he told us we had not much farther to go. 
He was so kind as to walk ahead of us, and point 
out a bright red iron framework, looking like a 
new farm wagon. 

At 908 South Fourth street, near the red iron 
display, we found several earnest citizens ahead 
of us, arguing with the officials of the bridge 
company that they should be permitted to make 
the ascent and to attempt the crossing.

Its equipment, 
and the character of its errand, caused the 
ordinary objections to be’ waived, and the usual 
questions omitted, and after we had _ signed 
waivers binding our families not to sue the com- 
pany or the city for anything that might happen 
to us, Assistant Engineer Ross beckoned to us 
that all was ready for the ascent. 
Down Lombard street, across several railroad 


tracks and around a freight warehouse, the ex- 


pedition proceeded in the tow of its guide, to the 
shed which incloses the foot of the stairway. 
Past the grim watchmen we went, and started 
for the long climb up the wooden stairs.

For there are little 
interruptions in the path—places where the 
planks weren't quite long enough to meet. 

The boards have been soaked with oil until 
they give about the same reaction to the ordi- 
nary shoe sole as a waxed dancing floor. This 
should make it popular as a young folks’ prom- 
enade under the harvest moon that will be shin- 
ing in the near future. 

A man wearing a cap was standing. on two 
steel beams, and involuntarily the members of 
the expedition put their hands in their pockets 
and each took owt a nickel for him.

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CLARENCE DARROW’S ACQUITTAL. 

Clarence Darrow’s indictment made small im- 
pression on the mind of the country. There was 
faith in his integrity as a man, as a lawyer and 
as a true friend of labor.

PEOPLE COMMON AND PEOPLE PREFERRED 

The other day a nice young man by the name 
of Borden, or Burden (“I. Townsend Burden, Jr.,” 
we believe, is the way the California dispatches 
gave it) parted the veil of obscurity which had 
concealed his worth and wit from a waiting 
world, and introduced himself with some highly 
engaging remarks about “common people.” 

(It should be stated here that he is distinctly 
not running for office. The common people are 
so used to being flattered by candidates that 
they are likely to misconstrue a reference to 
them in such ‘terms. It was no eagle brand 
of condensed oratory that Mr. Borden or Burden 
disburdened himself of) 

Mr. Burden, unless his quoters have done him 
injustice, assumes that the world is divided 
into people common and people preferred, and 
that the two stocks are separate and distinct. 
The preferred stock have nothing in common 
with the common stock. The common stock are 
“necessary to the economic development of the 
world,” but the preferred stock do not have to 
associate with them. Accordingly the people of 
the “better class,” Mr. Burden says, are quitting 
Newport, which is simply overrun with “people 
of every class” who have money. From all of 
which we deduce that Mr. Burden considers him- 
self as belonging to the “better class”—or pre- 
ferred stock. It may be so; although he is not 
mentioned in any of the catalogues of the peer- 
age we have about us, or even in the by no 
means exclusive “Who’s Who.” (The only Bur- 
den mentioned in recent editions of the latter, is 
a James, a hard-working inventor and manufac: 
turer who died in 1906.) 

Be that as it may, we will assume he Is of the 
preferred, strictly. If all society must be classi- 
fied, however, we have a perfect right to classi- 
fy aristocrats too, and it has been our modest 
observation that there are grades even of pre- 
ferred stock. There are first and second pre- 
ferred. So in “society,” narrowly speaking, 
there are first and second-raters. Albeit, the 
difference between a first-rate aristocrat and a 





s cond-rater is not one of degree, but of quality. 
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be. Secure of bis character, quality and posi- 
tion, he is not afraid of being contaminated by 


free intercourse with the great world. He is} 
sracious and friendly to all whom ke may meet.] 


He is simple, unpretentious and so plain that it 
is often impossible to distinguish him from plain 
people. 

One thing does distinguish him Plainly from 
the second-rater, though. He does not speak 
of caste, of which he does not seem to be con- 
scious at all. Especially he does not make a 
fuss about it. For example, it is never the first 
families of Virginia who make a fuss about 
family. The great second families of Virginia 
and of everywhere else, including New York and 
Newport, are frequently heard from, in one way 
or another. 

No: the distinction of the true aristocrat is 
pretty much the dignity of character, and he is 
the last to claim it. If there is any one thing 
that he justly prides himself on, it is his kinship 
with common humanity, and in proof of his es- 
sential democracy he has actually been known 
te; associate with second-rate people in society. 
We do not believe that he would even run away 
from Newport to escape the nouveaux riches.

THE REPORTER. 


From the Dallas News. 

The most successful reporter is the fellow who 
can get the news into the office. If he is weak on 
Engligh and most of the new men at the business 
are, owing to the weakness of the college course in 
English—it-. will not make rauch difference, provided 
he be followed by a capable copy reader to get his 
stuff into shape. It is not right to blame the re- 
porter for lapses of style or for bum logic. The re- 
porter is a newspaper man in the making. Some of 
the best newspaper men in the business are still re- 
porters, to be sure, but most of these are dignified 
with the title of staff correspondent. Where the 
average newspaper office is weak is in good desk 
men—men who can take the facts that flow into the 
office and mold them into a readable story that will 
grip the attention of the reader and carry the mes- 
sage. The sloppy style and the muddled language 
that will not parse which comes to the desk of the 
copy reader ought to get no further. It is unkind to 
jump onto the reporter who gets things obviously 
wrong. The reporters’ batting average is generally 
high on the main fact. What his story needed was 
some carpenter work that would smooth off the 
rough edges, which are a survival of his sophomore 
days, and set an example for his next assignment. 
It is rubric in the annals of journalism that the fa- 
vorite author of the average reporter works at that 
reporter’s typewriter. People who are in the writ- 
ing business always read their fayorite author. If 
the work of this writer be improved between his 
desk and the printed page, it will be a monition that 
lie cannot escape. Let’s jump on the editor. He 
used to be a reporter, is assumed to have: “re- 
formed,” and at least carries the responsibility. If 
he never was a reporter he is a misnomer as an ed- 
itor. 





KEEP ON PLAYING.

OF COURSE. HOGS CAN SWIM.

Apropos to your morning’s inquiry I quote from 
my father’s diary at Skaneateles, September 18, 
1838: “A hog got into the lake and swam nearly 
a mile.” I well remember seeing this, the animal 
being then less than a quarter of a mile from 
the eastern shore, for which he was heading. I 
watched him till someone took him in tow. As 
this was less than a mile from the village, my 
father’s estimate may be somewhat reduced. The 
mere swimming was not noted ag strange, but 
the distance, my mother telling me that if hogs 
ewam far their sharp hoofs would cut their 
throats. In a half-wild state they would natur- 
allly swim at times, as all quadrupeds do, but 
this is my solitary experience. You may be sure 
that a hungry hog can swim with food in sight. 

Can the hog swim? Most decidedly he can. I 
have seen 40 very fat hogs swim about in deep 
water for 10 minutes with apparent ease and 
without injury to themselves.

The Scotch-Triah Debate. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“M, S. C.” wrote correctly, as far as he went, 
in his article on the “Scotch-Irish;” but he did 
Carnegie’s work on the 
Scotch-Irish makes him the laughing stock of 
those who know little or much of Irish history. 
There is another living “historian” of Carnegie’s 
ilk who adds gaiety.to the life of Celtic scholars; 
‘he is Senator Lodge. In his unfair, erroneous and 
bigoted work called “Garner and Lodge’s United 


States History” (by John D. Morris & Co., 1905), 
on page 220, he defines a Scotch-Irishman as 
fcllows: “A Scotch-Irishman consists mainly of 
Scotch Presbyterians, immigrating from Ulster, 
Ireland.” From Ulster, Ireland! Now, what do 
you think of that? One might think, with his 
“consists” and his “mainly,” he was analyzing an 
Irish stew, an apple pie or some other object 
with ingredients; but he does not tell us of what 
the minor part or parts of the hyphenated crea- 
ture consists: When I write this it is with no 
reflection on that grand body of people who are 
real Scotch-Irish; but Lodge’s kind and the kind 
who apologize for the Irish blood that is in them, 
the only Scotch about them being a view they or 
their ancestors had, from the northeastern coast 
of Ireland of the Scotch wife's weekly wash flap- 
ping on the shores of Scotland in the Irish breeze 
from across the waters on the Scottish shore. 

Allow me apace for another thought to those 
people who bear Irish names and make .up the 
most of our Southern people. Do you know that 
in Cromwell's time over one hundred thousand 
Irish gentlemen a gentlewomen (I use gentle 
in the Irish and English sense) were exiled from 
Ireland to the tobacco fields of Virginia and Ken- 
tucky as “convicts?” What were their “crimes?” 
The “crime” of not accepting Henry VIII's relig- 
ion “by law established.” Rather than do it they 
gave up their castles, their lands, their kin and 
country, leaving it to posterity to place them 
aright on the pages of history that have been 
perverted for two hundreds years and more. Add 
to these 100,000, 10,000 more of children, of tender 
age, kidnaped from their parents, the females of 
whom were forced to become mistresses of the 
planters, Now the descendants of these 110,000, 
who have their ancestry and heritage denied 
them, were taught in the deception that they 
were the descendants of Scotch-Irish to satisfy 
their Jnquiries why they possessed Irish names 
and a non-Catholic creed. Ten thousand more 
kidnaped children were sent to the West Indies, 
because the colonial planters did not want any 
more “convicts.” A worse fate than mistresses 
awaited them there. They were forced into mar- 
riage or worse with the negro—a crime against 
the white race. That [s why, in Cuba, and in 
other West India islands, you will find coal-black 
negroes and mulattoes with Irish names—their 
color is all that keeps them from being able to 
call themselves “Scotch-Irish.” Yet they are as 
much and as truly Scotch-Irish as the most of 
the Southefn people of beauty and. culture who 
are not black, and who are descendants of pure 
and royal Irish, who call themselves “Scotch- 
Irish,” and in whom there is not a drop of Scotch 
blood, When history writes up the truth of this 
period, the horrors of Russia and Turkey of the 
part, and the horrors of the present Portugal re- 
publite, will fade in comparison. :

representative government that he was betrayed 
into more than one expression of contempt for 
public opinion. 

In his tariff bill vetoes, designed to preserve 
the infallible schedules of the Payne-Aldrich law, 
he now condemns and repudiates representative 
government. 

The measures have had the approval of the peo- 
ple at the polls and of the representatives of the 
people in Congress. They have had the sanction 
of Republicans as well as of Democrats. 

The vetoes. have thus been in defiance of over- 
yhelming referendums repeatedly confirmed by 
the representative system. By the new process of 
direct legislation as well as by the old system of 
representation the people have condemned the 
tariff extortions and have demanded relief. In 
both cases their appeals have been ignored. 

In disapproving these bills the President has 
dene more than veto a reform, He has vetoed the 
people of the United States. He has vetoed his 
party. He has yetoed himself, 


Frivolous Reasons. 

Chicago Tribune: The reasons given for each 
veto are frivolous affronts to the nationwide de- 
mand for relief from tariff excesses. But. the 
President and those who now color and influence 
his judgments are not likely to be reached by 
elther argument or threat. What they did at 
Chicago proved their ruthlessness and disregard 
of consequences. 


Result: Nothing Done. 


Chicago News: It may be that the President is 
entirely wrong in these tariff bill vetoes. It 
may be that his judicial mind lays far too great 
stress upon the relatively small margin between 
the rates which he regards as the safe limit of 
tariff reduction and the rates approved by both 
houses of Congress.

The room was large, but the only furniture was a 
couch and in one corner a cement basin filled 
with water, something like holy water bowls in 
the churches.

UFFRAGISTS of St. Louis, patiently plod- 
S ding along, resigned to the snails’ pace of 
your progress, wake up! Arise! Be 
ready! Who knows but that like Minute Men 
of old you may be called any instant to the 
firing line? In the light of the day’s news, 
who knows in which of you Fate is reserving 
another Cincinnatus to desert your carpet sweep- 
er in lieu of a’ plow and assume a generalship 
in the thrilling campaign now waging? 

Within a fortnight so many changes have 
taken place, so many new feminine names have 
burst into promimence, sO many times has that 
word “first” been required to do duty in record- 
ing the movements of women, that there does 
indeed seem to be coming a crisis in the history 
of womanly affairs.

Deputy Coroner Bert Sargent, 
searching the effects of the man, 
found two pawn tickets for Miles’ 
watch and a scarf pin, a ticket to 
Chicago, purchased in Log Angeles, 
July 24, and a suitcase filled with 
expensive clothes, but no money. 

A letter also was found, mailed 
from Fall City, Neb., signed “Myr- 
tle.”

“Myrtle,” 
whose last name does not appear, is 
a Kansas City woman with whom 
Miles is said to have had an effair 
several months ago and to whom his 
father was referred for information 
when he made a search for his boy 
last spring. 

The mother and two sisters of Miles 
are prostrated by the traged¥. There 
are also two brothers, Warren C. of 
Los Angels, who recently returned 
from a tour of the world, and Stephen 
B. of Fall City, Neb. 


Young Miles came to Los Angeles 
with his parents and brothers and 
sisters ten years ago.

Quarreled Over Diamond Ring. 

Hardeman showed the brothers a dla- 
mond ring which he wore, and asked 
them its value. Lawrence Powers ap- 
praised it at $900, while Charles said it 
was worth $160. Lawrence borrowed the 
ring, and said be had to go to the Mar- 
quette Hotel, but would be back in an 
hour or 80. 

He was absent a little more than an 
hour, and Hardeman began to make re- 
marks about his ring. Some of those at 
the bar understood him to say the ring 
hac been stolen. Tom Mahon, house de- 
tective, went into the barroom to ques- 
tion: Hardeman, and while they were 
talking, Lawrence Powers returned. 

He had heard that Hardeman was 
looking for him. He went angrily up to 
Hardeman, exclaiming: “Did you think 
I was trying to steal your ring?’ He 
h-ended the ring to Hardeman, and made 
further remarks, which offended the 
owner of the jewel. He made an angry 
retort, which further incensed Powers. 

Returns With a Revolver. 

“T’'ll fix you,” cried Powers, and 
strode toward the elevator. Reach- 
ing the sixth floor, he entered a 
sample room, number 611, and locked 
the door. Hardeman went to his 
room, a few doors away, and got his 
revolver. Approaching the locked 
room, he met Charles Powers, who 
told him to put away his weapon. 

In a moment the two were strug- 
gling for possession of the revolver, 
and a shot brought hotel employes 
and guests to the spot. It was at 
first supposed that Hardeman was 
seriously wounded. The shooting 
seemed to calm all parties to the af- 
fair, and all showed a desire that 
no prosecution should result from the 
affair.

Judge Hutton began his charge to 
the jury at 8:20. The Court eliminated 
thé first count in the indictment, that 
Darrow had bribed George N. Lock- 
wood, s regularly drawn juror in the 
case of J. B. McNamara. The eévi- 
dence, Judge Hutton instructed, did not 
justify a verdict of guilty on the first 
count. ip 

The second count charged Darrow with 
attempting corruptly to influence @ man 
about to be drawn as 4 juror. The 
Court also instructed that a verdict of 
guilty could not be found on the un- 
corroborated “evidence of accomplices. 

“If you had no evidence independent 
of the testimony of accomplices,” said 
the Judge, “you must find the defend- 
ant not guilty.

American Federation Issues 80- 
‘Page Accounting of $236,- 
105 Fund Collected. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 17.—In an 980- 


page book, just issued, the American 
Federation of Labor makes an account- 
ing of the $236,105 fund collected for the 
defense of J. J. and J. B. McNamara in 
the Los Angeles dynamite cases. The 
expenditures were $227,911.85, leaving -a 
balance of $8153.40. There were more than 
6000 contributors, which are itemized. 
The largest disbursements were to Clar- 
ence Darrow. 

Money paid to Darrow and itemized 
only as “expenses on account of attor- 
ney fees and expenses in McNamara 
legal defense case’’ total $200,000 é¢veti. 
To Leo M. Rappaport of Indianapolis 
the payment totaled $11,000. Henry Sey- 
fried of Indianapolis got $2500.

Before the Senate acts on the meas- 
ure it will go through the hands of 
its Appropriations Committee. Many 
members of the committee stated to- 
day they favored leaving out both of 
the sections to-which President Taft 
had objected. While the Senate un- 
doubtedly would approve a Dill to 
abolish the Commerce Court, many 
Republicans and Democratic leaders 
favor leaving the legislation out of 
the appropriation bill. 

Should the bill, as passed by the 
House today, go through the Senate 
without change, it is believed the 
President again will veto it and force 
upon Congress the alternative of ac- 
ceding his wishes or facing @& 
deadlock with the White House, 
which would greatly prolong the ses- 
sion, 

Democratic House leaders believe 
the bill containing the abolishment 
of the Commerce Court, if vetoed by 
the President, could be repassed by a 
two-thirds vote there; but it probably 
would fail of such repassage in the 
Senate. 


SINGLE PRESIDENCY

It is announced that the giant 
steamship is to be altered, too, so as 
to provide more accommodations for 
first cabin passengers. 

With a view of minimizing the 
danger of sinking from collision, new 
side bunkers will be constructed 
around the ship, etxending from the 
double bottom to a point above the 
water line. The practical effect, the 
Olympic’s designers say, will be to 
give her an inner skin, or a double 
hull. 

The Titanic, it will be remembered, 
was sunk by scraping her side against 
the submerged jutting angle.of an 
leeberg. The alterations in the pas- 
senger accommodations of the Olym- 
Pic will provide the ship with 60 
more suites of luxurious rooms. 

The ship cost to build over §7,-. 
000,000, and it is estimated that the 
alterations will absorb about §$1,- 
250,000 more, The change will be 
made at the close of the present 
season.

record so far In England’s holiday 
month of August. 

The druggists are overrun with orders 
for quinine and bronchial remedies in- 
stead of drugs for summer ailments. 
It is estimated that 10,000 articles, 
chiefly of warm clothing, were pledged 
in pawnhshops during the strike by 
dockers, whose families are suffering 
from the wnexpected <Aretic weather.

BLOWN OFF WntN 
ENGINE EXPLODES 


Henry Uetz Killed as He Turns 


Acid Into Tank at 
Blaze. 


A MOTHER SHOWS HEROISM 


Woman Returns Three Times to 
Burning Home to Save Seven 
Children. 


An overcharge of bicarbonate of soda, 
the strengthening of sulphuric acid 
through four months of evaporation or 
the gradual corrosien of brass under 
chemical action is believed by firemen 
to have caused the explosion of a chem- 
ical fire engine and the decapitation of 
Henry Uetz of 6710 Raymond avenue 
at 8 a. m. yesterday. | 

Uetz was chief engineer of the Scho- 
field place volunteer fire department. 
Five other firemen who stood near the 
tank when it exploded were not in- 
jured. 

The volunteers had been called to a 
fire which started in the home of Sam- 
uel T. Combs at 6739 Schofield avenue, 
a mile west of the city limits. 


Acid Bottle Broken, 
The engine, a hand-drawn truck, car- 


rying two tanks of chemicals and a hose 
reel had been drawn up in front of the 
burning building. The tanks rested at 
an angle of 45 degrees. Uetz stood at 
the higher end, and turned the cock. 
This operation breaks a bottle contain- 
ing sulphuric acid, and turns the acid 
into the main body of the tank which 
is filled with a solution of water and 
bicarbonate of soda. This generates 
the pressure which throws the fluid on 
the fire. 

George Weber, chief of the volunteer 
department, stood at the other end of 
the tank, prepared to open the nozzle 
when the gauge chould show a pressure 
of 175 pounds to the square inch. 

On one side of the tank stood 
August J. Kaiser and on the other 
Gustave Kaiser. They were in the 
act of detaching buckets of water 
which hung under the engine. Frank 
Krebs and Oscar Glatz, holding the 
hose connected with the tank, stood 
near Uetz. 


Explosion Like Skyrocket. 
When Uetz turned the cock, thus 


applying the pressure which broke 
the acid bottle there was an explo- 
sion. With a hissing sound like that 
of a huge skyrocket, the chemicals 
blew out the end of the tank furth- 
est from Uetz. The tremendous back 
pressure lifted the entire 160-pound 
tank and sant it sailing through the 
alr. 

The highly charged stream of 
chemicals, escaping from the open 
end, gave the flying tank thé appear- 
ance of a rocket. Uetz was directly 
in its path. His headless body was 
hurled sideways 20 feet. 

Chief Weber says that when the 
explosion occurred he was watching 
the pressure gauge and it had not 
recorded more than 100 pounds pres- 
sure to the square inch. This led him 
to believe that a structural weaken- 
ing of the tank was responsible for 
the accident. 

None of the men standing near the 
engine experienced any physical 
shock. The force was all in one di- 
rection and toward the place where 
Uetz was standing. 

The engine had been owned by the 
Schofield. place department two 
years. It was second-hand when 
bought. Weber says it was last 
charged about four months ago and 
that the acid may have become con- 
centrated and hence stronger in 
that time. The usual charge of bi- 
carbonate of soda is 17 pounds and 
of sulphuric acid four pounds, Uets 
himself usually placed the chemicals 
in the tank. 

The second tank on the engine was 
not injured but no effort to use it 
was made after the explosion. 

Mrs. Uetz, who was watching the 
fire from her home less than a block 
away, saw the explosion. She became 
hysterical when she learned that it 
was her husband whw was killed. 

The fire destroyed the Combs resi- 
dence and that of James McKay, 
next door. Mrs, ‘Comba, after escap- 
ing from her home, returned to it 
three times to rescue her seven chil- 
dren. Her face and hands were 
burned and her hair scorched. 

McKay, a bedridden invalid, was 
carried from his home by his wife 
and two daughters.

today by former President Roosevelt 
with scenes departing from those tra- 
ditionally associated with a political 
tally.

Supporters of the new party gathered 
in throngs, sang hymns and cheered. 


Col. Roosevelt, the central figure in it 
all, made four speeches. He mixed poli- 
tics and morals, now exhorting his 
hearers to set up a high standard in 
public and private life, again speaking 
bluntly in his conception of politica) 
procedure and criticising his opponents 
sharply. At each meeting of the Pro- 
giessives they sang the battle hymn 2f 
the new party, “Onward, Christian §So!- 
diers.’’ 

In one of his speeches Col. Roosevelt 
referred to President Taft as a ‘dead 
issue.”’ 

The Colonel motored from Provi- 
dence, R. I., where he spoke last night. 
He discussed the New England cam- 
paign with the Progressive leaders here, 
then went by automobile to Reverv 
Beach, where he made two speeches. On 
his return to Boston he addressed a 
crowd on the Common, later taking a 
train for New York, where he is due 
early in the morning. 

The Colonel came to Massachusetts 
expecting to make one speech. At Re- 
vere Beach and on the Common there 
«ere thousands of persons, who waved 
red bandanas, the ‘Roosevelt battle 
flag.”’ , 

Roosevelt Club From Beverly. 

At Revere Beach the Colonel gave % 
specia: wave of his hand to the Roose- 
velt Club from Beverly, Mass., Presi- 
dent Taft’s summer home, which car- 
ried a banner inscribed ‘‘We Love Bev- 
erly, but Oh! You Oyster Bay.” 

In his main speech of the day the 
Colonel criticised Woodrow Wilson's 
remarks about the Democratic and Pro- 
gressive platforms, defended the recall 
of judicial decisions and assailed a num- 
ber of New England Senators. 

‘Tell us about Taft,’”’ shouted a man 
in the crowd. 

“I never discuss dead issues,:’ 
Roosevelt shouted back. 

Replying to another question as to 
whether the Progressive party was to 
be permanent, he said: 

‘If this movement concerned only me, 
I wouldn’t be in it myself.’ 

In speaking of the moral issue in- 
volved, he said: 

“Our whole movement is based on the 
theory that no political life is worth 
living if it is not based on the Ten 
Commandments and the golden rule.” 


The Colonels’ Speech, 


Col. Roosevelt said, in part: 

“Men and women of Massachusetts 
—and on the platform on which I 
stand make the same appeal of serious 
and sober purpose to the woman as 
to the man—I come to this State, with 
its background of adherence to lofty 
ideals, and ask you in the name of 
Massachusetts’ past to place the Mags- 
achusetts of today on the side of 
those who battle for all that is high- 
est and best in our national life.’ 

Referring to the Lorimgr case Col. 
Roosevelt said “there was no essen- 
tial difference between the iniquity 
which culminated in Mr. Lorimer’s 
election to the United States Sen- 
ate and the iniquity which culminated 
in the theft of the Chicago conven- 
tion. I condemn those who stood for 
both forms‘of iniquity. 

Attacks Wilson’s Speech. 

“In his speech of acceptance Mr. 
Wilson is quoted as saying of the 
Progressive platform that ‘it would 
require a Sabbath day’s journey to 
drive through it,’ and that, for that 
reason, he had not yet been able to 
find out what it was all about. If 
Mr. Wilson has not been able to find 
out what our platform means, it is 
because he has not taken the trouble 
to try. .

REVIEW of the boxing game for the past week brings to light a number

It was thought probable that Al Palz- 
er, a prominent white hope who has re- 
cently added to his laurels by a quick 
defeat of Bombardier Wells, champion 
of England, would get the match, but 
Jeanette has been selected because the 
commissioners were opposed to a meet- 
ing between mixed race types. 

Two weeks ago Johnson announced his 
retirement, but this was after all nego- 
tiations seemed to be at an end with 
the Eastern promoters when he de- 
manded $30,000 and was promptly turned 
down.

But Athletics’ Star Slugger Has 
Driven in Five More Runs 
Than He. 


Certain persons think the best way 
to consider the worth of a player to 
his team as a hitter is to take, in pref- 
erence to his batting percentage, the 
number of runs he has driven over the 
plate. Some men can hit like fiends 
when men are on the bases and some 
cannot. Whatever the merits of the two 
modes of calculation may be, the fact 
remains that the men voted as being the 
most valuable players to their teams in 
the National and American Leagues last 
year by a jury of scribes, each athlete 
being rewarded by the presentation of a 
Chalmers car, were those who set the 
pace in their respective organizations in 
batting in runs. Ty Cobb and Frank 
Schulte garnered these laurels last year 
and also won the Chalmers trophies, but 
neither man now is showing the way 
in driving home tallies, or at least he 
wasn’t at the close of the fourth month 
of the big League championship run- 
nings, last Sunday. 

Baker Timetliest Hitter. 

The timeliest hitter, up to that time, 
was J. Franklin Baker of the Athletics, 
he having been responsible for 91 of 
the runs scored by the Mackmen. The 
distinguished citizen of Trappe, Md., had 
batted in 74 runs on safeties, eight mark- 
ers on sacrifice flies and nine counters 
through the medium of-infield outs. He 
was being paced in the American by 
“Stuffy’’ McInnes, his teammate, with 
Sam Crawford of the Tigers and Bos- 
ton’s big three—Larry Gardner, Tris 
Speaker and Duffy Lewis—close behind 
the former Gloucester schoolboy. 

In the: National, Larry Doyle of the 
Giants had, on the date mentioned, the 
best record for delivering the goods and 
bringing home runners. He has helped 
the McGrawites to 79 of their runs and 
has a lead of 11 tallies over Heinie 
Zimmerman, the Cubs’ wicked hitter.

THE ORIGIN OF GOLF.

‘‘Take this goff-stick and grasp it thug 
and ride along the horse-course and strike 
the ball with it with all Ahy force until 
the palm of thy hand hind thy whole 
body becomes moist with perspiration, 
when the medicine will penetrate into 
thy hand, and pervade thy whole body; 
and when thou hast done this and the 
medicine remains in thee, return to thy 
palace and wash thyself and sleep: Then 
shalt thou find thyseif cured.’’ 

So the King took the goff-stick from the 
sage and grasped it in his hand and 
mounted his horse; and the ball was 
thrown before him and hé urged his 
horse after it until he overtook it, when 
he struck it with all his force, and when 
he had continued this exercise as long as 
was necessary, and bathed and slept, he 
looked upon his skin and it was clear as 
white silver. Upon which he rejoiced 
exceedingly; his heart was dilated and 
he was full of happiness, »

SUURES OF PULPITS 
TODAY AID SEARCH 
FOR MRS. BOGGESS 


Ministers of Churches, St. Louis 
to Cairo, Watch for Her in 
Congregation. 








Press and pulpit will put their 
combined power today into the search 
for Mrs. Ethel Keating Boggess, 
skilled pianiste, who disappeared 
from her home in Kansas City, 
August. 2, and has been trailed to 
points on and near the Mississippi 
river’south of St. Louis. 

On information that Mrs. Boggess 
exhibited a marked tendency to re- 
ligion just before she disappeared, 
the local office of the Burns Detective 
Agency telephoned, yesterday after- 
noon, to scores of ministers in the 
territory between St. Louis and Cairo, 
requesting them to look: for Mrs. 
Boggess in their congregations and 
announce her description from their 
pulpits. 

The information came by long-dis- 
tance telephone from Mrs. Boggess’ 
father, T. J. Keating of Columbus, O. 
Keating said he considered it prob- 
able that his daughter, if alive, 
would attend religious services. Her 
inclination toward religion had been 
pronounced for some time prior to 
her disappearance, he said. 

The transmission of the message to 
ministers was entrusted to the tele- 
phone companies of St. Louis and 
their tributary or affiliated compan- 
ies in the territory south of here. 
The dectectives also asked the Post- 
Dispatch to use its great Sunday cir- 
culation in carrying the message te 
ministers who could not be reached 
by telephone. 

The request was passed along from 
one telephone company ‘to another 
until virtually all of Southeast Mis- 
souri and the western part of South- 
ern Illinois had been covered. 


Convineed She Drowned. 
The Burns Detective Agency last

If the Progressives are not thor- 
ized by law to have the circle, it will 
mean that each Progressive voter will 
be compelled to mark the squares in 
front of the names of the 29 presidential 
electors on the State ticket, and the 
State nominees they desire to vote for.

Government Report Places Out- 
put 300,000 Bushels Higher 
Than Was Expected.

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 17.—The Mis- 
sour! wheat production will be almost: 
$00,000 bushels greater than was esti- 
mated by the State Board of Agricul- 
ture at the end of last month. The 
monthly State report, subject to the 
final report, showed that the estimated 
yield of the Missouri wheat crop would 
be 20,837,000 bushels. The Government re- 
port a few days ago gave the Missouri 
estimate at 23,500,000 bushels. 

Three yields have been recorded which 
show 44 bushels to the acre. C. L, 
Walker, a Nodaway County farmer, har- 
vested 6900 busHels of wheat from a 
240-acre’ field,” which brought him over 
$5000. The northwest counties had the 
largest wheat yield in the State this 
year, probably because the farming was 
more expert. Madison Count) averaged 
only six bushels to the acre and Boone 
County had 10 bushels to the acre. 

Oats for the first time in several years 
made a larger crop than wheat. The 
general rains over the State in the last 
week have relieved the corn situation 
and the prospects for an excellent corn 
crop in Missouri are good. The crop will 
probably exceed those of the last several 
years. The farmers of the State are 
well pleased with the corn prospects, for 
wheat is comparatively low in the mar- 
ket and corn is high. 

Increase in Oats. 

The last State report showed that oats 
had an increase of 2,000,000 bushels over 
last year. <A yleld of 60 to 76 bushels 
was reported’ from some sections. The 
estimated value was approximately $19,- 
900,000. 

Meadows are surpassing all early ex- 
pectations. Preliminary estimates show: 
Yield of timothy hay, 1.25 toris per acre, 
with .5 last year; clover, 1.2, year ago, 
.7, first cutting of alfalfa, 1.4; mixed 
hay, 1.4; prairie hay, 1.1. 

Acreage—Timothy, 122; clover, 94;4l- 
falfa, 103; mixed hay, 107; prairie hay, 
105. The quality of all is good. Tim- 
othy is excellent. Indications are for a 
record harvest of timothy seed. A large 
amount of blue grass and other grass 
seed has been saved. 

The Northwest condition of pastures 
is exceedingly low at 66. This reduced 
the State condition to 77. The broom- 
corn condition at the end of the month 
was estimated at 81; flax, 77; melons, 
73; tobacco, 82; cotton, 69; cowpeas, 8. 
The acreage of tobacco was 9%; cotton, 
86; cowpeas, 116. 

The apple crop is good, and exceed- 
ingly promising. The only orchards 
which have suffered are those which 
were not sprayed. The per cent sprayed 
this season was above the average. The 
State Board of Horticulture is now 
planning to aid Missouri orchardists in 
finding a market for their apples.

Frozen Smearcase New Delicacy

MANHATTAN, Kan., Aug. 17.—Here 
is the Kansas Agricultural College’s re- 
cipe for sour milk ice cream, vouched 
for in an official bulletin: 

If wanted for Sunday dinner, allow a 
half pint bottle of milk to sour and be 
come curdled about the middle of the 
week. Saturday morning pour this into 
a gallon of skimmed milk and let stand 
until Sunday morning. Then add threw 
pounds of sugar, four eggs beaten sep- 
arately, a small quantity of lemon juice 
and enough grape juice or any other 
flavoring to suit. Freeze in the usual 
manner in an ice cream freezer. 

It is declared to be in every way equal 
to ice cream, and is much eheaper. Il¢

ENGLISH AND WELSH 
‘BIRTH RATE GROWS 


Decrease in Marriages Is Shown 
—Ten Per Cent Fewer 


Paupers~w 
LONDON, Aug. 17.—The birth rate in 
England and Wales is slowy rising, ac- 
cording to a supplemental statement by 
the census authorities. The excess of 
births over deaths caused an increase 
of 12.438 per cent in population from 1901 
to 1911, as against an increase of 12.39 
in the 1891 to 1901 period. The increase 
in the birth rate from 1871 to 1881 was 
15.08 per cent. 
On the other hand, the loss of popula- 
tion, due to excess of emigration over 
immigration, amounted to 500,000 persons 
from 1901 to 1911, as against 68,000 from 
1891 to 1901. 
The final revised census figures for En- 
gland and Wales are: Population, 36,- 
070,492; families or separate occupiers, 
§,005,230; males, 17,445,008; females, 18,624,- 
§84; increase of population in 10 years, 
3,542,649. 
London, according to the revised fig- 
ures, has a population of 4,521,685, as 
compared with 4,536,267 in. 1901. These 
figures cover the administrative country. 

Only 1 per cent of the increase of 
population in England and Wales is due 
to agricultural development. 

The granting of old age pensions has 
decreased the number of paupers by 10 
per cent. 

The marriage rate has sone down to 
below 15 per 1000 of the population, and 
six-tenths of one per cent below the 
rate for the last decade.

PAROLED CONVICTS 
WARDS FOR LIFE 


Oklahoma _ Executive Retains 
Power to Return Them to 


Prison at Anytime. 


OKLAHOMA City, Ok., Aug. 17.— 
When a convict is released from prison 
in Oklahoma on a permanent parole he 
knowingly siens away te the Governor 
a part of his liberties for the remainder 
of his natural life. In each parole grant- 
eda there {s a condition which vests the 
G-~ vernor with the authority to “‘at any 
time, either before or after the expira- 
tion of the said sentence, or for any 
other reason by him deemed sufficient, 
to revoke this parole and to cause the 
applicant to be returned to prison to 
serve out said sentence.” 

Since this fact has become generally 
known, it is said that fewer applica- 
tions for paroles are being made to the 
Governor. One prisoner declared that 
he would rather serve all his sentence 
and be released a free man than to get 
out of prison on a parole and be tagged 
as a servant to the will of the execu- 
tive the rest of his life.

Only Its Act, It Appears, Can Re- 
store Citizenship to Confessed 
Philadelphia Burglar. 


FRIENDS LOYAL TO HIM 
He Keeps Whereabouts Secret— 


Validity of Laws He Voted 
On Questioned.

} PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 17.—Common 


Councilman William Burke may retain 
his seat, notwithstanding that he has 
confessed to being a former thief and to 
serving seven years in the Massachu- 
setts State prison at Charlestown, if he 


will communicate with his friends here 
and tell them just what he wishes them 
to do. 

When Burke mage his confession he 
was a bankrupt. The money he got 
from a local newspaper was all he had. 
He disappeared and today his friends 
were unable to reach him. 

Mayor Rudolph Blankenburg, when he 
telegraphed from Pocono last night that 
Burke should receive the “‘helping hand’”’ 
tarted the ball that has gathered a mass 
of sympathy on its travels. Today ev- 
erybody seemed to be getting into line 
with the Mayor and there is an insist- 
ent demand that Burke be allowed to 
remain in the Council. 

Con sional Action Probable. 

Congressman Michael Donohue of 
Burke’s district has announced that if 
there is no other way to restore his citi- 
zenship to Burke, he will introduce a bill 
in Congress to that effect. 

Evidence received here today seems to 
put an end to suspicions that Burke’s 
written confession was not bona fide. 
Burke said he was sentenced to Charles- 
town prison as Benjamin nh. Tripp. A 
picture of the prisoner Tripp was re- 
ceived today by Capt. Cameron of the 
Detective Bureau. He declares that he 
recognizes it positively as that of Burke. 

The question now arises how to restore 
Burke to citizenship and permit him to 
¢ontinue as a member of the Council. 
The pardon of the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts would seem necessary, but it is 
not apparent that the present Governor, 
Eugene N. Foss, could give it, as Burke 
was freed before Foss took office, while 
the man who was Governor during 
Burke’s incarceration, Joun L. Bates, is 
now a private citizen and could not act 
officially. 

Laws He Voted on Questioned. 

Another serious question has arisen. 
The city Legal Department is making 
an investigation to ascertain if the ordi- 
nances upon which Burke voted as a 
member of Councils are invalidated by 
the fact that he was not a citizen. His 
friends think that as a last resort they 
should endeavor to rush a measure 
through the National Congress restoring 
him to full rights. 

It became known today that rather 
than confront the storm he knew would 
be aroused by his confession, Burke con- 
fided the story of his early life to his 
wife, and last Saturday went to the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works at Eddy- 
stone, Pa., and, under an assumed name, 
applied for a position. There was noth- 
ing in his particular line. 

“I know that Burke paid money to an 
old convict for something,” said a local 
lawyer today, ‘‘but I had no idea the old 
fellow had served time with him at 
Charlestown and was blackmailing him. 
Of course, I know nothing of Burke’s 
record prior to his coming to Philadel- 
phia, but I have known him very well 
since coming here, as he spent a good 
many afternoons in my office and we 
became real chummy.” 


Stinted Self Lately. 

This same attorney declared that dur- 
ing the last nine months Burke appar- 
ently did not have a cent to spend, even 
going gvithout his usual cigars so that 
he might save his money. 

“I now believe,” said the attorney, 
“that Burke feared the time when he 
wouldn’t have any money to give to the 
‘old pal’ who threatened to tell of the 
past. I have heard him remark several 
times that it would be ‘a mighty good 
thing if a certain person would drop 
dead.’ ”’ 

Fellow councilmen recalled today the 
financial straits Burke appeared to be 
in when he borrowed dollars as often 
as possible, sometimes in the Council 
chamber. After getting the money he 
would hurry into the corridor of the 
city hall, to return in a few moments 
with a half-contented smile on his face. 
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POLICE RECALL 
BURKE AS THIEF 





Boston Inspector Tells of Series 


of Puzzling House 
Robberies. 


BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 17.—Chief In- 
spector John R. McGarr and Inspector 
Patrick J. Gaddis of police headquar- 
ters,. readily recalled Benjamin H. 
Tripp when shown the dispatch from 
Philadelphia today, stating that 
Councilman William Burke, who had 
resigned was Tripp, the “gentleman” 
burglar, who was trapped in a lodg- 
ing house on Shawmut avenue, 16 
years ago. 

The police were interested in tue 
story of Tripp's attempt to reform 
and make a place for himself in the 
world, and although they regretted 
his present plight, they said it sadly 
corroborated what they have steadily 
maintained, that associate convicts 
met in prison, and not the police, 
hinder them from reforming after 
they are liberated. 

Tripp lived in this city 16 years 
ago with his wife. He embarked in 
the second hand furniture business 
on Cunard street, Roxbury, but was 





mot successful. He tried to make a 
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living in other ways, but could never 
succeed, so became a burglar. Scores 
of houses in Roxbury and other out- 
lying sections were ransacked, and 
the burglar had the police guessing. 

The silverware and gold stolen 
was broken to pieces and sold. This 
method of disposing of the property 
hindered the police in trailing the 
thief, and it was some time before 
Tripp was caught. 

Tripp was charged with stealing 
property valued at $5000. At that 
time he said his birthplace was 
Maine, but that he lived in New York. 
The arrest was made October 31, 1896, 
inspectors Wise and McCausland, the 
latter now dead, assisting Inspector 
Gaddis. 

Tripp was such an interesting talk- 
er that he made an impression among 
the men at headquarters, and many 
of the veterars of the office recalled 
him today. 


665 ACRES U. S. COAL 
LAND BRINGS $263,330 


Secretary; Fisher Says New Sell- 
ing Policy Is Superior to Old, 


but Advocates Leases. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Six hun- 
dred and sixty-five acres of Government 
coal land in ‘Wyoming were sold re- 
cently at prices ranging from $370 to 
$410 per acre, the section bringing $263,- 
338. 

The sale of this land, Secretary Fish- 
er said, indicates that the selling of 
the Government coal lands at ‘‘appraised 
prices, based upon the quantity and 
quality, as well as the accessibility of 
the coal, is a practical business-like 
policy.’’ 

At the old sale price of $20 per acre 
the Government would have received 
but $13,300. Upon a leasing basis the 
coal land would bring $1,360,000. 

“It is evident,’’ declared Fisher, “that 
the present coal land policy is superior 
to the old. It is equally clear that a 
leasing policy is as much superior to the 
present plan as that is to the old.”’

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Aug. 17.—Gov.

WATER AND LIGHT 
INA PRICE WAR 


Russellville (Ark.) Folk Go Back 
to Swimming Hole and,Kero- 
sene for Principal. 





BOTH SIDES STAND FIRM 





After Mass Meeting, Committee 
Formally Presents Requests to 
Company Head. 


RUSSELLVILLE, arx., Aug. 17.—It fs 
back to the tallow dip, the old oaken 
bucket and the bath in the “old swim- 
min’ hole’” for the residents of Russell- 
ville. 

A determined boycott of. a public serv- 
ice corporation has been in progress 
here three weeks with no signs of abate- 
ment. Not in the history of the city has 
any question taken so firm a hold on 
the people as the present. water and 
light controversy. Indignation has been 
sroused to a high pitch and there are 
few residents who are not making sac- 
rifices of convenience and comfort to 
further the fight against what they de- 
clare to the ‘‘the rapacity”’ of the Rus- 
sellville Water and Light Co. 

The system was recently installed and 
the hopes of the citizens were dashed 
when the rates were amnounced. A mass 
meeting, attended by 150 citizens, was 
held in protest and an Executive Com- 
mittee of 10 citizens appointed to ob- 
tain a decrease in rates. The following 
demands were formulated: — 

That water be put to the curb for 
all consumers. 

That consumers have the option of 
flat rates as provided in the fran- 
chise. 

Reduction of the water meter rate 
from 40 cents to 30 cents per 1000 gal- 
lons with graduated scale of reduc- 
tions for large consumers, as now 
provided. 

Reduction of light rates from 2 
cents to 15 cents for first 15 kilo- 
watts, with graduated scale of re- 
duction after 15 kilowatts; with a 
minimum chargé of 50 cents a month 
instead of $1. 


| Concessions Refused. 
E. B. Brewster of Pine Bluff, repre- 


senting the company, heard the peti- 
tion and announced emphatically that 
no concessions whatever would be made. 
Then the citizens decided not to use 
the service of the company for water 
or light. Residence consumers first 
gave notice to the company that. they 
had canceled their contracts. This was 
foilowed by similar notices from many 
merchants, and the yellow glimmer of 
kerosene lamps after nightfall is evi- 
dence of the determination of the peo- 
ple not to submit to “corporate extor- 
tion.”’ 

Of 28 towns In the State, only one has 
to pay as much as is demanded of Rus- 
sellville, and 26 get their water and 
lights for less. Russellville was asked 
to pay 25 per cent more for water and 
42 per cent more for lights than the 
average for the 27 towns. The averag 
for water is 32 cents per 1000 gallons, 
and Russellville offers 30. The aver- 
age for lights is 14 cents, whereas Rus- 
sellville offers 15 cents. 

The complaint is really about four 
years old, and originated with the es- 
tablishment of a rate of 20 cents per 
kilowatt for lights. Then the com- 
pany obtained a franchise for a water- 
works system and built a large hydro- 
electric plant on the Illinoi$S River- to 
supply power for the plants. The plant 
was completed in May. The company 
refused to give consumers a flat water 
rate, forcing all to the meter rate of 
49 cents per 1000 gallons. Mains ‘were 
laid only on alternating streets an“ 
consumers living on other streets wer: 
forced to build their own laterals and 
pay $ for the privilege of tapping the 
nearest main. The city pays the com- 
pany $50 a year each for for 40 hydrants 
and about $1000 a year for street lights. 
While the present boycott is on that is 
about all that is left of their service. 


Sewer Systems Delayed, 
The grievances came to a climax when 


the Council formed an improvement dis- 
trict for a municipal plant, the contract 
for which was to have been let July 
19. This would have forced all citizens 
to take water frem the company and 
in deference to a petition from ag- 
grieved citizens, the Sewer Commission 
postponed the letting of the contract 
until the water and light controversy is 
settled. 

An opposition light and power company 
Is one of the results of the agitation. 
It is baeked by the Southern Anthra- 
cite Coal Mining Co., which has sub- 
scribed $5000 to the stock. It is to be 
& popular subscription campaign for 
shares at $10 each. 

“I know it is a personal sacrifice on 
the part of the good women of Rus- 
Sellville to surrender the comfort of 
fans and electric irons,.’’ says James P. 
Hoye, one of the promoters of the new 
corporation. “But take heart. I do 
not think it will be for long. A united, 
intelligent community can regulate pub- 
lic. measures affecting their interests.”

He has been walking 
from place to place since 1900, when his 
wife and children were drowned and all 
of his property lost in the Galveston 
flood. 

Meyer has letters to prove that he 
was born in West Baden, Germany, in 
fll, and came to America in 184. He 
formerly had run a bakery in Galves- 
ton. He saw service in the Mexican 
War and in the Confefierate Army.

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Thomas Jefferson was not one man’s man. He 
belonged to all the people, and as year by year 
his deeds grow brighter, he is year by year more 
and more beloved. And are a patriotic people to 
stand outside the gates waiting till Mr. Levy gives 
them permission to enter:to lay at the grave of 
Thomas Jefferson a nation’s appreciation and 
tears? I do not believe this condition can exist 
much longer. I do not believe the people of these 
United States will permit it. I do not believe our 
love of Thomas Jefferson and the things he did 
for us is all pretense. I do not believe the cele- 
bration of his birthday and the Fourth of July 
by the people is all sham and bluff. But I be- 
lieve that Jefferson is one of the idols of the 
world, wherever jiiberty is, and that qur grati- 
tude for what he did for .us is real, and that each 
of us has a feeling that he is ours. And I believe 
there is a universal and determined idea in the 
minds of the people of the United States to rescue 
the home and access to the grave of Thomas Jef- 
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ferson from the oblivion of private ownership. 


So I believe when the time comes that the peo- | 


ple of the United States, who really feel they 
should have some claim upon Thomas Jefferson 
and his grave, and the Democratic party, of 
which Mr. Levy is a member, determine to have 
Monticello, they will simply tell Mr. Levy so, 
and that he has got to give it up. Aud, further- 
more, if Mr. Levy determines that he will not 
give Monticello as a gift to the Government, and 
if he determines that he will not allow them to 
purchase it, then I believe the people, whom Jef- 
ferson loved so well, will one day rise up and take 
possession of it as they did the battlefield of Get- 
tysburg—by eminent domain. 

If this sort of a thing is allowed to continue, in 
the not far distant time, there might appear flam- 
ing headlines which shall announce: “Mount Ver- 
non for sale. How much am I offered?” “The 
Hermitage on the auction block.” “Arlington, 
who wants it? How much?” Then some obscure 
person, with means enough, will slip into the sur- 
roundings of Washington and become great, and 
some: feeble person who never struck a blow for 
his country will take on the militant atmosphere 
of the Hermitage, like an ass in a lion’s skin. 

We have no Westminster Abbey in America, 
but we have Mount Vernon and Monticello—our 
two most precious possessions. And Monticello 
should be preserved and saved from danger, and 
saved from the desecration of being lived in by 
anybody, the same as Mount Vernon. 

After Mr. Jefferson's death Monticello, with all 
buildings and 218 acres of ground, was sold to 
Dr. Barclay for $7000. Later Uriah Levy bought 
it for $2500. I have a copy of these deeds. He 
afterward willed it to the people of the United 
States, but his relatives broke the will and came 
into possession of the place. 
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Jefferson Levy did not inherit the home of 
Thomas Jefferson, nor is he related to him, as 80 
many people suppose. 

During all the years when the Levys kept Mon- 
ticello in the courts trying to get possession of 
it, it almost went to destruction. That is the 
reason I do not believe they deserve great credit 
for putting on a new roof and putting in window 
panes. 

During these years of lawsuits and on the anni- 
yersary of Thomas Jefferson’s birth, April 13, 
1878, Representative “Sunset” Cox of New York 
succeeded in passing through the House, without 
s dissenting voice, a resolution appropriating 
$5000 for the erection of a monument over the 
grave of Thomas Jefferson. The grave was in a 
shameful condition of neglect and decay, and mor- 
tifying to those who know the origin of our inde- 
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pendence. The Secretary of State, 1 . Evarts, 
had gone so far as to have contracts ae the work 
ready to be signed, when the present Mr. Levy 
wrote to him and stated that the heirs of Thomas 
Jefferson had no right nor claim to his grave nor 
to the graveyard; that both belonged to the heirs 
of the late owner, Uriah Levy of Monticello, who 
objected to the erection of a monument.’ Imme- 
diately the Attorney-General of the United States, 
the Hon. Charles Devens, passed upon the title 
of the burial ground containing the grave of 
Thomas Jefferson and declared it did not belong 
to the Levys, but to the heirs of Thomas Jeffer-

The great gas bag, which holds 80,000 cubic 
f-et, furnished a big surface for the collection of 
rainwater. Instead of falling off the bag and 
missing us, much of this water followed the 
numerous strings of the meshes that center at 
the load-ring, below which hung our basket. 
Down it poured, upon our heads, down inside our 
collars and clothing, right into our shoes. What 
we didn’t get in our mouths or upon our per- 
sous fell into the basket. 


The water was rising rapidly in the bottom of 
the basket. It was just like a boat that has 
sprung a leak. Up and up it came, until it reached 
almost to our knees. We fully believed that un- 
less we could do something to “bail her out’ we 
should have a basket full of water to stand in, 
and if we became so weakened in fighting the 
furious elements that we should collapse, it meant 
death by drowning. 

lam a strong man. My strength was taxed in 
helping to get the sandbags out and in fighting 
for breath against the pouring water. I stooped 
aid by main force of muscles ripped open the can- 
vas lining of the basket. For a time the water 
rose 80 fast that even this vent failed to check 
it 

All this time-—in fact, from about 6000 feet up 
to 11,000—when we had time and heart to look 
below, we witnessed the most amazing spectacle 
it ever has been my lot to behold. We were above 
the lightning. While it. seemed that the thunder 
boomed and crasue i all around us and from over- 
head, all the lightning was beneath. I never 
shall forget that play of electric forces. It is the 
one impression of the air voyage in the storm 
which I wish to remember. It was terrible, but 
beautiful. “Now flashes would iilumine vast areas 
of the murk, and now great sigzags would cut 
through the gloom for miles. Verily was Jove 
hurling his thunderbolts, and we rode above 
them. Yet for all the elemental illumination we 
could not see the earth at any time. We did not 
know what we were above—whether a Wiscon- 
sin lake, a city, a farmhouse, a forest or an open 
field. 

We carried a storage battery in the balloon and 
had our own electric lights. Yet we could scarce- 
ly see each other through the rain flood. I was 
trying to read the aneroid. My glasses were drip- 
ping, and I raised them. I! had to put my hand 
over my eyes as a shelter and hold the instru- 
ment close up. 

I saw that we were 11,000 feet from Mother 
Earth, By this time the whole craft had become 
waterlogged. Everything was soaked, everything 


was frightful, as I. observed it by the aneroid, 
we dropped. 

We thought of our two hand satchels tied up 
in the load-ring. What next could we do. to 
lighten our load and save ourselves from de- 
struction? 
drowning up in the air—became less to be feared 
than that of hitting the earth with a force thar 
would dash us to death. 

“The drag-rope!” I called. 
rope!” 

There it was, water-soaked and weighing now 
probably 200 pounds. Berry grasped his knife, 
leaned out and cut loose the great cof] of rope. 
It shot down and we shot up. That coiled drag- 
rope was our salvation—for the moment. It was 
equal to about five bags of sand. 

Up we went to above 4000 feet, and then, sud- 
denly, down again we shot. Like sailors at sea 
when their ship goes upon the rocks, we climbed 
into the rigging. Both of us pulled ourselves up 
eato the load-ring and clung to the ropes. We 
had nothing more to throw out, and we knew 
that we were going to hit the ground. 

What would we hit? Would it be a houseto», 
a tree, a rocky cliff, a lake, or an open field whee 
we might have a chance for our lives? I thought 
we must be somewhere over Wisconsin. 

Our. battery had .ailed and our lights were out. 
Just before we climbed into the ring to keep from 
going down in the basket, which, striking first, 
would break the fall, I heard Capt. Berry's teeth 
chattering. He was chilled, and could scarcely 
speak. The captain is a teetotaler. He never 
drinks liquor—on land. I had a whisky flask in 
my pocket. Thank heaven, I hadn't thrown ‘hat 
over as ballast: 

“Here,” I commanded, “take a pull at this. 

[ held the flask to his lips. He took a consid- 
erable pull, without remonstiance, and he said 
later that he also swallowed about a pint of 
rainwater in the process, so we called it a sky 
highball. The drink helped: he admits it himself, 

Well, we clung like leeches to thease ropes and 
prayed for a reasonably safe landing place.. Our 
prayer was answered. We hit a cornfield. The 
ccrn was higher than our heads, and our balloon 
basket tore up a sectiod of it 6 feet wide and 60 
feet long. é 

When the basket struck I tumbled down into 
it, and Berry fell over me. But as he fell be 
pulled the rip-cord. He must have given it a 
most terrific yank, for the thing came out, ap- 
pendix and all. The big bag collapsed and fel) 
flattened out over the growing corn: 

We were not hurt. The rain still was falling, 
torrent-like. It continued falling for two hours.

About three years ago ¥ accompanied my hus- 
band to Charlottesville, Va., where he made the 
Founders’ day address.

Well, the evening came, and we all drove 
through the black night and deep mud up that 
steep road to the top of the little mountain. Of 
the house and my visit I can now remember noth- 
ing, though I was shown through: but I have a 
vivid impression of portraits—big oi] portraits 
of the Levys, and ships, models of ships, that 
Uriah Levy is supposed to have sailed in. -I did 
not get the feeling of being in the house Jeffer- 
son spent 30 years in building and loved and made

sacred—anc of paying a tribute to him. I did not 
seem to feel the spirit of Jefferson hovering 
around among those port:aits of the Levys. My 
dream was spoiled. Jefferson was unattached to 
it.

Somebody else was taking his place, An outsider 
—a rank outsider. My heart’sank and I felt a 
keen sense of disappointment like the loss of 
beautiful illusions. There seemed nothing of Jef- 
ferson in Monticello, He had disappeared, and 
one could only see and hear the Levys—and the 
Levy family, their deeds of valor, their lineage, 
their accomplishments, their lives; and I wished 
I could get them out of my mind.

around, they determined not to buy a campaign 
at the high price demanded at first sight, but to 
get it at a bargain. 


When the women started their campaign they 
went to the best-known politicians and asked 
how much it would cost. They outlined their 
plans and -e shrewdest politicians in Kansas 
estimated that the campaign could not be made 
for less than $30,000. Most of them thought it 
would cost in the neighborhood®of $40,000. 


“That's too much money,” said Mrs. W. A. 
‘lohnston, chairman of the State Campaign Com- 
mittee. “If a Man undertook to run a house, 
the grocery and meat bills and other items of 
household expenses would be just about double 
the amount that any woman has to pay. If men 
had to run the homes of this country, they would 
be broke half the time and the other half badly 


bent. We are going to make this kind of a cam- 


paign, and it isn’t going to cost us $20,000.” 

So there! The women have set out to show the 
men how to run a campaign) economically. If 
they win, there isn’t any question as to the com- 
pliments the men will hand out to the women on 
the cost of the campaign. But if they lose? The 
“I-told-you-sos” will be so thick in Kansas that 
one cannot wa:ic without stumb.ing over them. 


No one will ever be able to say that the Kan- 
sas suffrage workers are stingy in their cam- 
paign work. But they know where every collar 
goes, and what it goes for, and why and. when, 
and a lot of other things that the ordinary ma» 
never takes the trouble to inquire about. Tne 
women spend the money wherever necessary, but 
they don’t pay any political loafer to. hang around 
and argue suffrage. They do it themselves. 





Saving Every Dollar Possible. 


HEN the staggering amount needed by the 
W women was announced some of them 
wanted to give up the fight until the 
nioney was raised. There were some who wanted 
to raise ethe money and make the fight, and 
others wanted tg make the fight according to 
the money raised. Then it became a question of 
raising the money. 

The women decided to make the best tight they 
could for the very smallest amount of money, and 
raise it as they went along, as much as possible 
by their own efforts, and then ask their husbands 
to make up the deficiency. Some of the women 
wanted to raise every single dollar, and not even 
accept funds from the men. That notion did not 
get very far, as the women decided to accept 
whatever funds came their way, but they would 











not solicit any contributions from the men. 
Mrs. Della Planter of Ellis was the originator 
of the best. scheme to raise money, until re- 
cently. She set out to make fancywork at odd 
times and sell it to her friends and neighbors. 
She made and sold more than $100 worth. Now 
there is hardly a community in Kansas where 
one cannot find one or two women doing fancy- 
work, canning fruits, making dresses and doing 
other things for their women friends. The 
profits from their work go into the suffrage fund. 
Mrs. Johnston expects that at least $5000 will be 
the total amount raised by women in this way.

Ottawa, Iola, Kingman, Newton, Dodge 

City and Garden City the women al- 
ready have raised enough money to carry on 
their own county campaigns by doing fancywork 
and selling it, canning and preserving fruits and 
making dresses and other articles of clothing for 
their friends. The women who buy the things 
the other women make pay unusually good prices 
for them. 

One store in’ Topeka offered to hold an auction 
sale of fancywork for the women, ard several 
stores in different towns have offered space for 
fancywork sales, food sales or similar devices by 
which the women can raise money. 

At Salina a short time ago the suffrage women 
had a food sale in one of the churches. They 
made bread, cakes, pies, cookies, doughnuts and 
similar food articles. Nu cake sold for less than 
a dollar; cookies sold for 25 cents a dozen, bread 
for a quarter a loaf. The women had a total of 
$400 for their campaign fund. All the goods sold 
were donated, the millers furnishing the flour 
free and the women doing the baking. 

At Wichita the clubwomen each year give a 
show at the end of their club seasor. It is a 
purely private concern, none but the club mem- 
bers being admitted. The show last spring will 
be repeated early in the fall for the benefit of 
the suffrage fund. It will be given in Wichita’s 
Forum, which will seat 16,000 people, and the 
women expect to fill it at 10 cents a head, the 
general public, of course, being invited. 

At Manhattan the women hold suffrage teas 
and sales and have raised enough money to carry 
on their county campaign. They will continue

' the Suffrage Balloon day, and more than 
$600 has been brought into the cam- 
paign fund through this source. The color of 
the Kansas suffragists is yellow. Mrs. Corbin got 
a very fine contract with the manufacturers of 
toy balloons, yellow in color and with the words 
“Votes for Women” printed on two sides. The 
balloons were purchased by the thousands and 
sold throughout the State. Hundreds of women 
sold them on the streets, just as the street 
fakirs sell balloons when the circus comes 
to town. Men, women and children purchased 
them at varying prices, but always at a 
fine profit for thc suffrage workers, as the bal- 
loons did not cost very much, and from 10 cents 
to $1 was the price paid. There are actually 
thousands of Kansas homes where children were 
playing with the suffrage balioons. Many men 
bought them and turned them loose to see them 
fly away. 

“Votes for Women” pennants are becoming 
common in Kansas. A big pennant manufactur- 
ing firm wanted a contract for making them, but 
the women did not like the idea, go they are mak- 
ing the pennants themselves. The State head- 
quarters buys the materials and the women make 
them up and sell them, all the money being 
turned into the campaign fund. 


“We are not going to have any trouble paving 
our bills,” said Mrs. Johnston. ‘We do not 
think we shall need to call on our hus- 
bands for any funds. Many men have voluntarily 
contributed money to our cause. But the women 
themselves have been working hard and they have 
raised the money faster really than it has been 
needed, and we are going to get along all right. 
The men who told us it would cost -$30,000 to 
$40,000 to run the campaign we planned say we 
are doing all right and everything that could be 
done. And it isn’t going to cost us near thos 
figures.” 

Women in New York, California, New England, 
Oregon and other states have sent funds to Kan- 
sas to help along in the campaign.

NLIKE some estates turned over by 
U trustees that of Young Ziegler has in- 
creased. The stewardship of Mayor 
Gaynor, Mr. Champ and the widow has been of 
the old-fashioned sort. There has been no hum- 
buggery in the administration. At an accounting 
in 1910 the trustees pointed with pride to the 
fact that in a single year they Had added $571,- 
931.93 to the millions and sale they saw more 
profits in sight. 

When young Ziegler entered Columbia as a 
freshman in the fall of 1910 he hadn't a very 
clear notion of what he wanted to make of him- 
self. With the discovery of the Pole by Peary 
all thought of Northern conquests vanished from 
his mind and he considered entering law.

Alraschid. It is his cus- 
tom to drive about the 
city of Cleveland and 
talk with its poorest 
citizens without disclos- 
ing his identity. Often- 
times he is acompanied 
by Dr. H. F. Biggar Sr., 
his faithful and beloved 
physician, but more oft- 
en he is alone, except 
for the chauffeur. Every part of the city is vis- 
ited in this manner; nor does he neglect the en- 
virons. He takes long automobile rides to nearby 
towns, frequently picking up pedestrians and giv- 
ing them a “lift” for the sake of hearing their 
opinions. Rarely does he disclose his identity, 
and if he does not have such exciting experiences 
as the Caliph Haroun, it is because Cleveland is

Caruthers that the raid on the institu- 
tion had been planned for a certain day at the 
noon hour, when only Mrs. Sudye Wood, the 
young cashier, is the only person who remains 
in the bank. Davis admitted to the Sheriff that 
he” was in the plot and promised that he would 
go ahead and play his part therein if the other 
officer would give him protection—that is, see 
that he did not get shot. The Sheriff agreed to 
this. The bank officials were informed and ar- 
rangements were made to capture the outlaws 
immediately after they had committed the rob- 
bery. 

Otto Burrow, a younger member of the gang, 
told his father, J. M. Burrow, of the plot and of 
the part he had promised to play. He said he 
was afraid to give away the plot to the officials 
or to “back down,” lest he be killed by some of 
his accomplices. The elder Burrow is a Mason. 
He went to a brother Mason who is an official] of 
the bank and informed him of his son’s story. 
Burrow was advised to let his son go ahead 
and take part in the robbery, the same protec- 
tion promised Davis being guaranteed to Otto 
Burrow. 

Neither Lyfus Davis nor Otto Burrow, 
knew that the other had revealed the robbery 
plot. “Ben” Jones, the third man selected for 
the bank raid, was the only one who remained 
in ignorance of the fact that the bank and county 
officials knew the whole plan. 

The day set for the robbery came and passed. 
Little Mrs. Wood pluckily remained on duty at 
the noon hour, expecting every moment to see 
the three men enter and demand the bank's funds. 
In the rear room were Sheriff Caruthers and sev- 
eral deputies, well armed, ready to emerge at the 
proper moment and order the robbers to surren- 
der. The robbers did not come. Lyfus Davis 
explained that they had ordered wigs and false 
beards from Chicago and the goods had been de- 
layed. All the men were so well known that 
disguises were necessary. 

After waiting several davs for the arrival of 
the disguises, Mrs. Wood and the officers being 
ready each noon hour, the Sheriff went to a local 
lodge room and borrowed beards and wigs used 
in the horseplay of initiation. These he handed 
to Davis, who supplied Burrow and Jones with 
what they needed, pretew@ing that he had re- 
ceived them from Chicago.

to “fight it out” and escape. “Ben” Jones drew 
his revolver, but immediately was peppered with 
buckshot and bullets. With more than 40 wounds 
in his head and face and many others in his 
Lody, Jones staggered through the door and un- 
tied his horse, which stood in front of the bank. 
The frightened anima] jerked away and ran. 
Jones fell dead. 

The same day, while a Coroner's jury was hold- 
ing an inquest over the body of Jones, news came 
to town that Lee Burrow, 20-year-old brother of 
Otto, had been shot and badly wounded from am- 
bush near Cold Spring, two miles east of Mam- 
moth Spring. Officers found young Burrow with 
bullets in the head and the abdomen and appar- 
ently dying. He told them that Howard Savers 
and Dr. Jones had shot him. 


Jones and Sayers were arrested, and it was 
then thought .that the real leaders of the gang 
had been captured. The plan of the bandits, ac- 
cording to Davis, was that after the robbery 
“Ben” Jones was to take the money and ride as 
fast as his splendid horse could carry nim to the 
concrete bridge near Cold Spring, where Dr. Jones 
and Howard Sayers would be waiting to receive 
the money and help the robbers to remove and 
destroy their disguises. This led to the theory 
that Dr. Jones and Sayers, while waiting at the 
bridge, had heard of the frustration of the rob- 
bery and, believing that Lee Burrow had tipped 
off the plot to the officers, shot the boy when he 
happened to come along on his way to town. This 
theory, however, is not the only one now, for the 
authorities, aided by a private detective, have 
been investigating and much new evidence has 
been brought to light. |

Jones and Otto Burrow killed; that the robbery 
was pulled off just as he intended that it should

Jones met, for up to the last moment before the 
attempted holdup Davis, knowing that it meant 
certain death to them, coached Jones and Bur- 
row with the idea that should anyone try to 
stop them in their work at the bank not a man 
should surrender, but all would fight to the last. 


Just what part young Lee Burrow played in 
the plot is another of the problems yet unsolved. 
It appears evident that his presence at Cold 
Spring the day of the bank robbery was unex- 
pected. This and other matters of mystery, it is 
believed, will be cleared up when the accused 
men have their hearing at Salem and Mrs. Jones 
goes on the stand to avenge the death of her son. 
Regardless of the fact that her testimony may put 
her own life in jeopardy if members of the gang 
still are at large, Mrs. Jones uas assured the 
prosecution that she will hold back nothing that

“Ben” Jones spent nearly all his life in Texas 
and New Mexico, having lived in Arkansas but 
little more than a vear. He was a genuine cow- 
boy, not the picture-book kind, a daredevil hcrse- 
back rider and a crack pistol shot. He was 
exactly the sort of youth who, granting that he 
had turned to evi] ways, could be depended upon 
to undertake such deeds as the robbery of the 
bank at Mammoth Spring might have been but 
for the melodrama in the plot and the counter- 
plot. In his business as a veterinary surgeon Dr. 
Jones had much to do with horses, and the little 
boy “Ben” became very early a lover of fine 
horseflesh. Most of his boyhood aud youth he 
passed on ranches in the stock country. He was 
accounted a good stockman when but a lad. 

Mrs. Jones says the boy's father taught him 
norsemanship and denied him nothing that he de- 
sired in his pursuit of outdoor life on the plains. 
“Ben” had his own saddle horses, the best the 
ranch afforded, a splendid saddle, riding boots, 
gauntlets, spurs and the other prized parapher- 
nalia of the cowboy. His rifle he handled as an 
adept. He was an expert roper with the lasso.

OW home,” said Mrs. Jones, “when | 

would shoot with ‘Ben’ because he 
had no playmates to join with him. He was fond 
of rifle and revolver practice. Dr. Jones would 
act as referee, and when I happened to beat ‘Ben’ 
at marksmanship the boy would shout with de- 
light. Before he was 20 years old he was the 
strongest, handsomest and best cowboy on the 
ranch. He had wavy brown hair and a fair skin, 
and he was big and sturdy; and now he is gone, 
led to his death by evil companions.” 

When the Jones family came to Arkansas and 
took a pretty cottage near the river, just outside 
the town limits of Mammoth Spring, ‘‘Ben” Jones’ 
love of outdoor life, his mother says, threw him 
in contact with the Davises, Lyfus and Charles, 
the Burrow boys and Howard Sayers. The fact 
that all these are stockmen also had much to do 
with young Jones’ association with them. All the 
young men named were neighbors of the Joneses. 
“Ben” Jones, because of his expertness.with the 
lasso and the revolver and his excellent horse- 
inanship, soon became quite a ston with these 
Ozark stockmen. 

Mrs, Jones says she finally grew-apprehensive, 
for gradually she saw that Lyfus Davis exercised 
an evil influence over her son. Later she learned, 
as she says she will tell the jury, of murders and 
other crimes alleged to have been committed by 
Davis and Howard Sayers. 

“For days and nights,” says Mrs. Jones, “I was 
filled with terror lest my son be enticed into 
trouble. Constantly I begged ‘Ben’ to quit as- 
sociating with the clique he had become a part 
of, whose wild adventures appealed to his love 
of the daring. But I had faith in him and could 
not believe that he would commit crimes. ‘Ben’ 
was always tender with me.” 

The young cowboy appealed to the girls in his 
neighborhood. In the evenings he used to ta'‘re 
his banjo or his guitar across the.Ar'ansas hills 
te the home of a pretty girl and play and sing to 
her the Mexican love songs he had learned on the 
ranch. @ne day, a few weeks before the bank 
robbery, he rode home +o his mother, she 
says, and gayly informed her that he was going 
to bring her a daughter—the Ozark beauty had 
promised to become his wife. Mrs. Jones was 
delighted. She had longed for a daughter. She 
knew the girl and approved of her. She was 
happy when Ben told her that they were to be 
married in June. The day set was June 22—the 
very day “Ben” Jones was killed. He had bought
